canal, as estimated for its 12-foot 
depth w'hen completed, about half a 
mill. 
President 
Roosevelt, 
speal^ng at 
the convention of the National Rivers 
and Harbors congress at Washington 
last year, said that ’’The development 
of our commerce depends in a large 
part on the intelligent treatment of 
the rivers and harbors of the United 
States.” 
Encouraged by this speech, thh ad­ 
vocates of cheaper transportation pur­ 
pose to ask for no less than $50,000,000 
a year for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors. The National Rivers and 
Harbors congress, 
the organization 
which has been working for this end 
for more than two years, is to con­ 
vene in Washington on the sixth and 
seventh of December, when the needs 
of the country’s waterways will be 
urged before congress and again be­ 
fore the president. 
The organization 
is really a congress within a congress 
since it numbers among its active 
supporters, in addition to commer­ 
cila bodies in all parts of the country, 


handling grain, has produped a saving 
of several million dollars for the far­ 
mers in the West. 
I^st year the 
shippers depended largely upon Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt’s support of the rate 
bill, but in this year’s phase of the 
transportation question they have the 
practically unanimous backing of con­ 
gress. In this respect Ih^situ âtion is 
the most remarkable cne in years. 
The list of those senators and rep­ 
resentatives wiio want to see suffi­ 
cient annual appropriations made to 
provide the country with a system of 
water transportation is a long one. 
Representative Burton, chairman of 
the house comiflittee on rivers and 
harbors, where the necessary appro-^ 
priation will originate, has ipade a 
public statement in which he strongly 
advocates such appropriations. 
So 
has Senator Frye, chairman of the se­ 
nate committee on rivers and harbors. 
So has Senator Morgan, the “Grand 
old Man of the South,” who sees In 
water transportation not only a tre­ 
mendous saving to the shipper, but

Congressman after congressman has 
shown his enthusiasm 
for the im­ 
provement of the country’s watrways. 
In the past similar attempts have 
failed for lack of leadership aCnd united 
action. 
It has been felt in Washing­ 
ton for years that the people wanted 
cheap water transportation, but the 
explanation of the lack of action is 
that each congressman seemed to ex­ 
pect some one else to do it, on the 
ground that what is everybody’s busi­ 
ness is nobody’s business. A number 
of public spirited men, however, see­ 
ing the country’s great need decided 
some Iw’o years ago that it was time 
to make the getting necessary appro­ 
priations their business. 
These men 
originated the National -Elvers and 
Harbors congress. Headed by Repre­ 
sentative Ransdell of Louisiana, the 
organization has been busily engaged 
for some time in putting before all 
sections of tke country the necessity 
of getting together, and the move- 


ment has gained
